WAR CABINET 
BOOM IS ON. 


Wilson’s Opposition Fails to 
Halt the Advocates. 


Administration Proposes to 
Fight the Measure. 


Backers will Elaborate on

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Neith- 


er the aggressive opposition of Pres- 
ident Wilson nor the apparent cer- 
tainty that their measures would 
have no chance in the House, even 


if passed by the Senate, is halting 
the campaign of advocates in Con- 
gress of bills to establish a war 
cabinet and a director of munitions. 

When the Senate reconvenes 
Thursday, according to plans made 
today by Chairman Chamberlain and 
his associates on the military com- 
mittee behind the legislation, the 
contest will be opened. They pro- 
pose with a motion to refer the war 
cabinet bill to the military commit- 
tee as the vehicle of debate, to open 
discussion of the merits of their war 
machinery reorganization pro- 
gramme, and Senator Chamberlain 
expects to reply to the statement is- 
sued by President Wilson last night 
criticising him for his New York 
speech, in which the Oregon Senator 
said the military establishment had 
broken down. 

Administration leaders also were 
in conference and planned to fight 
the Chamberlain bill and answer at- 
tacks upon the government's con- 
duct of the war. In preparation a 
number of Democratic Senators saw 
the President last night. It is under- 
stood the President told them he be- 
lieved the, country would support 
him in his opposition to legislation 
which would abandon a machine 
carefully developed since the war be- 
gan in favor of a new and untried 
organization taking over many of his 
own constitutional powers under the 
proposed war cabinet bill. 

The President advised his visitors 
that under the present organization 
the war record of the government 
has been one of the great accom- 
plishments and would result in plac- 
ing abroad by next June twice the 
number of Americans originally 
planned. Mistakes in such a gigantic 
task, he suggested, were to be ex- 
pect 


DELAYS. 

To meet the arguments of the ad- 
ministration spokeemen, Senator 
Chamberlain and his supporters are 
preparing to elaborate on the defi- 
ciencies and the delays in providing 
army supplies and equipment dis- 
closed in the committee's war in- 
quiry. Today the committee decided 
to resume the investigation next 
Saturday, ‘calling Surgeon-Genera] 
Gorgas to testify regarding canton- 
ment sanitary conditions. 

The record of the investigation to 
date was hastily completed today, to 
be furnished to Senators in readi- 
ness for Thureday’s debate. Late in 
the day Senator Chamberlain includ- 
ed in the record a statement fur- 
nished by the War Department 
showing shortages of equipment of 
National Guard and National Army 
cantonments on Januar 1. 

Prompted by President Wilson's 
statement last night, the Ordnance 
Bureau of the War Department has 
embarked upon a new publicity pol- 
icy. While no official statement was 
avaliable, it was indicated that 
wherever military necessity does not 
demand suppression of facts and fig- 
ures, full information as to what the 
bureau is doing or has done will 
be given to the press. 

In connection with the new pol- 
icy, it was declared that reorganiza- 
tion of the Ordnance Bureau began 
early in May, 1917, less than 
month after the declaration of a 
state of war.

railroads’ net revenue from opera- 
tions in November was $94,280,000, 
or $21,000,000 less than in the same 
month of 1916, according to final 
monthly tabulations today by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

For the eleven months ending 
with November aggregate net rev- 
enue amounted to $1,099,344,000, as 
compared with $1,143,571,000 in the 
corresponding period of the year 
before. 

All sections of the country showed 
decreased earnings. Eastern roads 
reported net revenue of $81,398,000 
as compared with $42,662,000 in No- 
vember, 1916; western roads, $45,- 
788.000 as compared with %54,770,- 
000, on southern roads, $17,143,000 
as compared with $18,034,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Per- 
emptory directions to many large 
industrial concerns to cease wide- 
spread advertising for help, which 
was thought to be unsettling the 
labor supply and working hardships 
on individuals who answered the ad- 
vertisements, have been sent out by 
the Department of Labor. 

This action became known today 
after a delegation of Virginia truck 
farmers told Assistant Secretary 
Post they stood to lose 1,000,000 
bushels of potatoes by Inability to 


attracting men to the cities. They 
exhibited a large number of adver- 
tisements in proof of their conten- 
tion. 


Secretary Post assured the dele- 
gation the department would co-op- 


erate in supplying labor for the 
farm work. 
The department contends that 


there is no shortage of labor, but 
that the problem of distribution by 
the department is handicapped when 
individual concerns endeavor to 
build up a reserve beyond their ac- 
tual requirements. Industrial plants 
have been assured by the depart- 
ment that they will be protected by 
the United States employment serv- 
ice, but they will not be permitted 
to jeopardize the supply of men 
neceasary for agriculture. 

„The department takes the view 
that permitting private employers 
to seek their own men regardless 
of othe: industries is, in effect, 
granting them the right to deter-

When 
one has reached the eminence which the 
President justiy occupies the world comes 
to look upon him as superior to the weak- 
nesses of lesser minds; it expects him to 
be impervious to the pin pricks of the cap- 
tious. In his earlier messages the Presi- 
dent invited frank and honest criticism and 
declared that the freedom of the platform 
and the press in that regard should not be 
abrogated. A comparison of the editorial 
columns of the American newspapers with 
those of Great Britain and France reveals 
that there is no party nor element in this 
country similar to what is termed the “op- 
position” on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and that the American press is more unan- 
imous in the support of the administration 
than that of any other warring nation. 

No other government has received so lit- 
tle adverse criticism: and it is to be honed 
that the administration will realize. on sec- 
ond thought. that any attempt to stifle in- 
vestigation or honest criticism at this time 
will awaken a suspicion in the minds of the 
populace which may inivre the cause of 
democracy. The United States covernment 
may trust the press of the countrv to hold 
up to public scorn those who resort to nac- 
ging for the purpose of hindering the suc- 
cessful prosecution of ihe war. Construct- 
ive criticism is a bulwark of democracy; it 
should be welcomed by every free govern- 
ment. The President can safely trust the 


people of the country to ſudee between the 
administration and its detractors. vrovid-

‘THE WILSONIAN MIND. 

President Wilson affords a brilliant ex- 
amiple of the studious mind, trained to th'n* 
clearly and consecutively. The concentra- 
tion of force, the deliberate and orderly ur- 
rangement of his ideas, the steady. pur- 
poseful direction of artion— all the qualt- 
ties of a self-controlied will and a con- 
sciously-trained mental equipment—have 
been exhibited by the President under the 
tremendous strain of responsibilities and 
difficulties that might well have confused or 
confounded. 


Woodrow Wilson, while educated as a 


lawyer, was by profession a teacher and 
college professor. He is “a college man“ 
of whom he has declared: “The only way 
he can prove his claim [to superiority] is by 
showing that his eyes have been lifted to 
some horizon which other meg, less in- 
structed than he. have not been privileged 
to see.” The President has revealed an 
insight and an ideal of citizenship bevond 
that of the average man, or indeed that of 
the majority. But, seemingly, his greatest 
ability lies not so much in originality of 
mind or creative thought as tn his power 
to Usten to the “tramp, tramp, tramp of 
facts,” to assimilate the ideas of his asso- 
clates and to catch the spirit of the vreat 
public. He gathers up, weichs and selects 
the vacue, unformulated—sometimes unrec- 
ognized—sentiment of the best Amertcan- 
jem and then crystallizes it into clear-cut, 
terse statements which become the ex»pres- 
sion of American feeling as: “Liberty dees 
not consist in mere genera! declarations of 
rights: it consists in the translation of these 
declarations into definite action.” 
flag is not the embodiment of a sentiment 
but of a history, and no man can rightly 
serve under that flag who has not caucht 
‘gome of the meaning of that history.” “The 
world must be made safe for democracy.” 
His restatement and enlargement of the 
Monroe Doctrine; hig announcement of the 
purposes of this government in entering the 
world war; his declaration, “There must 
be a just and settled peace: his recent 
statement of the terms of peace accetshble 
to this country are examples of Mr. Wil- 
son’s faculty of summine up of America’s 
highest consciousness in English which is 
perspicuous and expressive. 
President. Wilson may not at any tim 
have reached the inspiration of Lincoln's 
Gettyshurg speech; but in some of his state 
papers and public addresses, particularly in 
his speech at the Brooklyn navy vard, he 
has shown a fervor of teelſue and of na- 
triotism which has given an appealing and 


lasting quality to his words. He is not 
merely logical and academic. 
This clarity of thought, vividness of 


phrasing and directness of style will. un- 
doubtediy, give some of the President's 
state papers a permanent place in American 
literature. But the greatest heritace the 
President will leave the country will lie in 
his demonstration of the value of a sys- 
tematically-trained and controlled mind. 
And while such mental training is the chief 
function and advantage of a collete course, 
it is by no means limited to collere stu- 
dents. Anybody with any mind can in- 
crease its efficiency by ¢eliberately and 
constantly exercising his brain.
